y ou won’t find a tick in y our bed 
thoug h. The festiv e tick nests rather 
in the jung les. When y ou g o moun­ 
tain climbing , orchid hunting or but­ 
terfly chasing y ou’d 
better 
watch 
out for ticks for y ou’re sure to be 
covered with them. 
If y ou 
keep a 
watch on y our wrist y ou’ll find as 
many as six ty ticks 
a 
minute. 
I 
know a man p ersonally who made 
this ticklish record. 
Brazil is the 
hap p y 
hunting 
g round of the ant, relativ ely sp eak­ 
ing . 
There are all sorts and condi­ 
tions of ants, big , little, red brown, 
and black.

commanding the troops ordered 'his 
men to return the fire.

ered position on either side of the
